| This body of farmers met last Saturday 
| for the transaction of business and for the 
discussion of ‘Hail insurance and any a- 
mendments to the Municipai Act.” There 
was «quite a large number of members 
present, and took a big interest in the 
| meeting. This is one of the best meetings 
| yet held. There were a number of commun 
| igations to be disposed of and these were 
| acted upon after the reading of the min- 
| utes which were read and contirmed. Ow- 
| ing to the stress of business, a number of 
communications from various butter 
manufacturers, relating tothe creamery 
business, were laid over. 
Mr. Leech reported that he had met 
Mr. Hettle ashe passed through here 
j last Thursday, and he had intimated his 
willingness to be present at their meet- 
ing at any time they wished. The pro- 
gramme of the day was then proceeded 
with. 

Mr. Halse was asked to speak on the 
question before them, and in short very 
practical address outlined the amend- 
ments that seemed to him to be required. 
As 4 preliminary remark he said that the 
question of hail insurance had not re- 
ceived the «amount of consideration the 
subject ealled for from farmers. 

The Municipal Act as it now stands, on 
the whole is fairly satisfactory. He was 
sorry however that the county council of 
many years ago was not yiven a fairer 
trial, but now, however, he did not desire 
its readoption. Tnen the Judicial board 
next became effete and a municipal com- 
missioner appointed. Now everything 1s 
fairly satisfactory. He took objection to 
the time of closing the municipal year, 
and thought it would be much better to 
run from July Ist to June 30th. This 
change he thought would be better in 
that people would be more likely to tura 
outin thesummer time, when by incle- 
ment winter weather they would be con- 
fiued totheir homes. Itis a bad time 
also forthe change of office. and for the 
assessor to value land in summer is much 
better than doing it at any other time. 
Another objection to change of office in 
December is that the Treasurer, asa rule, 
has too much extra work on hand in 
straightening his books, and the presence

The Elbe Disaster, 


An English paper just to hand gives 
the following, concerning steamer Elbe 
disaster. ‘‘It seems tha: the vessel which 
ran into the Elbe was the iron screw steam- 
er Crathie, of Aberdeen, a comparitively 
small vessel of 475 gross tonnage, owned 
by Mr. W. T. Moffatt, and built in 1888, 

| The Crathie was bound from Rotterdam 
| to Aberdeen. Her owner has received a 
| telegram the captain stating that the bow 
| of the Crathie was terribly smashed and 
| the vessel was ina sinkingcondition when 
| Rotterdam was reached. At the time of 
| the collision the captain was not on deek. 
| The mate was in charge, and he eays that 
| he knows nothing whatever about the ves- 
| sel which was run into. The Cracthie was 
| so seriously damaged that all the attent- 
| ion of the crew was taken up in making 
| preparations for saving their own lives 
| and as thore was adense fog the other ves- 
sel was soon lost to view. The second of- 
ficer of the Crathie states that immediate- 
ly after the collision the other veesel 
barned blue and red lights, andthe Crath 
| le returned simular signa's, it being under 
| stood that no ass‘stance was required on 
either side. Captain Gordon, master of the 
' Crathie, has made a statement to report 
er to the effeet that he does not know the 
name of the vessel with whieh his steam- 
er collided. He lost sight of her after the 
collision, and thought she had proceeded 
on her voyage. After waiting about fer 
two hours, he returned te Rotterdam, 
fearing his own vessel was too seriously 
damaged to remain afloat*’.
